It began eight years ago ina 
building so small, employees 
would bump into each other 
while working. 

The pasta, an old family 
recipe, was made by hand. Eva 
Rounds and her 92-year-old 
mother worked around the 
clock, filling out orders for local 
family-owned grocery stores. 

“They made about 30 pounds 
of pasta a day,” said Tamara 
Rounds, Eva’s daughter. 

Today, Noodle Nook isn’t a 
little macaroni anymore. 

The company, set in Upland, 
now operates in a 22,000- 
Square-foot building and kneads 
10,000 pounds of pasta a day. 

Rounds believes the success 
of their business is due not only 
to their great tasting product, 
but also to the recent rage in 
pasta. 


Noodle Nooks pasta not only 
is enjoyed al dente by West 
Valley residents, but by New 
Yorkers, Coloradoans and, of 
course, people up and down the 
West Coast as well. 

“We sell in over 11 states and 
to most of major grocery store 
chains,’’ Tamara Rounds said. 

Next year, the pasta hits 
Canadian store counters. 

Noodle Nook pasta comes in 
a variety of flavors, from 
mushroom and tomato to Italian 
herb. It also comes in many 
shapes and 3i79s and is made 
from 100 percent semolina, hard 
wheat. 

‘“That’s what gives our pasta 
a nutty flavor,” Rounds said. 

The most unusual flavor is 
chocolate pasta, which should 
be cooked in sugar water and 
made for desserts. In April, a 
new flavor, nacho cheese, will 
be introduced. 


The company also is working 
on a black pepper pasta, tomato 
and basil pasta, garlic and 
parsley pasta, honey pasta, and 
burgundy wine pasta. 

“You don’t have to be 21- 
years-old to try the wine pasta,” 
Tamara Rounds said with a 
smile. 

Rounds, along with business 
partner, Ron Percival, joined the 
family-owned business in 1983. 

“We knew it was a good 
product, so we said let’s go for 
it,” she said. 

What makes Noodle Nook 
pasta different from most other 
brands is the short time it takes 
to cook. 

While most pastas takes 10 
to 15 minutes to cook, “our 
pasta is ready in three 
minutes,” Tamara Rounds said. 

The secret is in the drying 
process. (Sorry, but it’s a 
secret).

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Conservation report shocks 
West Valley power officials

Conservation is still part of 
everyday conversation in the 
West Valley despite a federal 
Department of Energy report that 
says otherwise. 


Clark Burnett, Southern 
California Edison’s area manager 
for Chino, Montclair and Upland, 
said ‘‘that report surprises me.”’ 


“Conservation has been a key 
issue with us and will continue 
to be for a long time,” Burnett 
said. 


Despite the best efforts of 
utility companies and their 
consumers, however, the energy 
department said gains in energy 
efficiency will slow considerably 
this year. 


The reason: lower gas costs 
and less consumer interest, 
according to the department. 


Asked if conservation was 
nonetheless a key issue for his 
customers, Burnett said, “You 
bet, people are always calling in 
with questions about how to 
save on their electrical bill.” 


The same is true of gas, 
according to Bob Mack, Ontario 
manager with the Southern 
California Gas Co.

Grand jury: Cities don’t get 
traffic fine revenue shares

SAN BERNARDINO — Some 
cities aren’t getting their fair 
share of traffic fine revenue from 
the county, the county grand jury 
concluded recently. 

“Many cities have increased 
their traffic enforcement units 
only to find that their share of 
fine monies decreased while the 
county’s share increased,” the 
grand jury’s first report said. 

The grand jury recommends 
that a uniform policy be 
developed by the Municipal and 
Justice courts that includes a 
uniform negotiated percentage 
of traffic fines to be given to the 
cities. 

To increase the amount of 
traffic fines and forfeitures 
collected by the courts, the 
grand jury also recommends an 
increase in the use of 
computers, acceptance of major 
credit cards for payment, and 
discouragement of installment 
payments by those paying traffic 
fines. 

The report was welcomed by 
some city officials, who said the 
county’s current collection and 
distribution policy is too unclear 
for them to determine if they are 
getting their fair share. 

“We just don’t understand 
some of the nuances of the 
system” said Ontario Finance 
Director Sam Norris. His city 
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currently receives approximately 
$350,000 each year in fines and 
forfeitures collected by the 
courts. 

“What we are getting may be 
entirely what we’re entitled to, 
but we can’t say that for sure,” 
Norris said. 

Ideally, a large percentage of 
traffic fines and forfeitures 
collected from < speeder 
stopped by an Ontario police 
officer should go to the city of 
Ontario to help pay for the 
enforcement of the traffic laws. 

Ontario, for instance, is 
supposed to receive 80 percent 
of the fines collected from 
violators in the city, according to 
a court spokeswoman. 

Countywide, approximately $9 
million is collected annually in 
fines and forfeitures, according 
to Probation Director Jerry Hill. 

The county grand jury said 
that when fines are collected by 
the courts, cities are assured a 
percentage of the revenue. 

But the county’s probation

accounting division steps in and 
collects fines from those 
violators who are placed on 
probation or who pay their fines 
through installments. 

That money goes to the state 
or directly to the general fund 
and is not shared with the cities, 
the grand jury found. 

The amount of money not 
being shared with the cities has 
increased significantly since a 
stronger emphasis has been 
placed on drunken driving 
citations, the grand jury said. 
Hill said more than half of the 
$3.6 million collected by his 
department last year went to the 
state. His department received 
$1.3 million of that revenue and 
the courts received some 
$200,000, he said. 

According to Hill, there is a 
valid reason why fine revenues 
collected by his department are 
not shared with cities. 

“Those monies are going to 
offset the cost of probation 
services provided to the cities.”

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Upland council meeting 
heats up over ‘Y’ project

Why should the “Y”’ be in 
Memorial Park was the question 
last week at the Upland City 
Council meeting. 

There was no answer pending 
an opinion from the state Fair 
Political Practices Commission 
on possible council conflict of 
interest. However, at least 25 
people showed up to oppose the 
location of a YMCA in the 
northwest corner of the park. 

The opposing residents — 
mostly neighbors of the park — 
cited overcrowding, loss of the 
40-year-old trees there and the 
traffic and crime the YMCA 
would bring if anew road were 
built along the drainage ditch 
west of the park. 

The West End YMCA is 
proposing a 33,000- to 40,000- 
square-foot building with an 
indoor Olympic-sized pool and 
basketball courts, said General 
Director Bob Heuther. He said 
the YMCA will try to tear out as 
few trees as possible and does 
not view the new road as a 
necessity. 

The possible over-use of the 
park was one of the reasons the 
same idea was dropped in 1980, 
former Mayor John McCarthy 
told the council. McCarthy lives 
in the neighborhood bordering 
the park on the west. 

Some expressed doubt as to 
the objectivity of the council. 
Mayor Richard Anderson, 
Councilman Al Canestro and 
Councilwoman Rosalie 
Kamansky’s husband Joe all are 
on the YMCA board of directors. 
Anderson even presented the 
original proposal for the YMCA 
in the park in 1980. 

“Many of them wonder 
whether they can begin to get a 
fair hearing tonight with the 
association with the Y,” 
McCarthy said. 

The council agreed to hold the 
public hearing, but will wait until 
March 16 to render a decision, 
which should give the state 
commission time to determine 
whether the three can vote 
without concern for personal or 
monetary gain. 

City Attorney Don Maroney 
said that since the YMCA is non- 
profit and board members are

not paid, they probably will be

McCarthy, who pointed out 
that as mayor seven years ago 
he was in Anderson's seat 
listening to him speak on behalf 
of the YMCA. particulary 
objected to the proposed 
spending of $1 million ona 
relocation of 11th Avenue. 

The flood control channel just 
east of the present street could 
be enclosed and a new road built 
over it, according to city staff 
projections.

H.O.T. Tips 


(House of Tools) 


If your planer or jointer tears out 
cross grained wood, sponge in a 
light coat of water. The water swells 
and softens the fibers, packing them 
tight together to give the cutting 
edge a little more to push against. 
Where the grain is steep, more 
water is absorbed just where you 
need it. After applying a light coat 
of water, wait a minute and take a 
light cut. If the grain tears out, add 
more water and let it soak longer. 
Since most of the wet wood is 
planed away, there is little chance 
of warping the wood. 

This trick works best with 
hardwoods, but is occasionally 
successful with softer woods. Tear 
out problems in hand plaining also 
respond to this treatment, but you 
must wait until the surface is 
completely dry before scraping. 

If jointer knives get nicked as a 
result of hitting a nail or whatever, 
you can slide one knife a fraction of 
an inch to the right nd another to the 
ieft. Leave the third knife in its 
original position. Because the nicks 
do not come in line, the jointer will 
surface lumber as smoothly as it did 
originally.

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Most available state funds 
to be spent on expansion 


By Patrick McGreev 





All but $1 million of the 
available state funding will be 
spent to expand the Corona 
Expressway to the Pomona 
Freeway, under a preliminary 
agreement announced last week. 

The pact between the city of 
Chino and San Bernardino 


County was outlined last week at 


a public meeting on the project 
attended by some 50 residents 
and developers at Chino City 
Hall. 

At the same meeting; a 
Caltrans official said the federal 
government has given tentative 





approval to the project’s design 
concept. The concept calls for 
the expressway to be converted 
into a six-lane freeway from the 
Riverside Freeway to the 
Pomona Freeway, said Robert 
Austin, chief of Caltrans’ 
environmental branch. 

Although the entire project is 
estimated to cost about $150 
million, only $15 million has 
been allocated, according to 
county Supervisor Larry Waiker 
of Chino. 

Walker, who hosted last 
week’s meeting, said the Chino 
City Council has agreed tc 
transfer $6 million of the 


allocated state funds from one 
section of the expressway to the 
Corona-Pomona interchange, 
where another $8 million has 
already been committed. 

The money would be used to 
build early phases of the 
interchange, including 
connections from the 
southbound Corona Expressway 
to the eastbound Pomona 
Freeway and from the 
northbound Corona Expressway 
to the westbound Pomona 
Freeway. 


“The point is to try to do those 


improvements that would do the

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Chaffey auditorium’s organ rededicated

It might have seemed more 
like a family reunion Monday 
than the rededication of the 
Gardiner W. Spring Auditorium 
theater console organ. 

Auditorium restoration 
supporters invited a group of 
distinguished guests to share 
the joy of reintroducing the 
refurbished organ to the 
community, according to 
Harold “‘Tony” Zenz, restoration 
committee chairman. 

But Zenz said he hoped 


community members would 
take the opportunity to 


welcome back the 1921 
instrument. A donors night, 


honoring all the people who 
have contributed almost 
$630,000 to the restoration of 
the organ and the historic 
auditorium on the Chaffey High 
School campus, was scheduled 
at 8 p.m. The center section of 
the auditorium was reserved for 
donors, but the public is 
invited. Tickets cost $2 per 
person. 

Invited to the gala evening 
performance is S. Earle 


Blakesley, son of the music 
coordinator for the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School 
District; the son and daughter 
of Gardiner W. Spring; Vinal 
Fredricksen, district music 
teacher during the organ’s 
heyday, 1920-21; Merton E. Hill 
Jr., son of Merton Hill, principal 
and superintendent in the 
district during the years when 
the organ was built; and Dan 
Milliken, one-time district 
superintendent. 

Featured performers during 
the 1/2-hour program were to 
be the Chaffey Community 


Concert Band directed by Jack 
Mercer and organist Donald 
Vaughn, associate professor at . 
the La Sierra campus of Loma 
Linda University. 

Dr. Paul Allen, co-chairman of 
the organ restoration 
committee, was to give a brief 
synopsis of the year-long 
refurbishing project. And 
Ontario Mayor Howard Snider 
was to rededicate the organ. 

While the committee is 
celebrating the completion of 
one of its major projects, other 
work still remains to be done in 
the auditorium, according to 


Zenz. 

Interior and electrical work 
and the installation of sound 
and stage lighting systems are 
next on the work list. About 
another $100,000 is needed to 
finish the job. 

And the group is looking to 
the future. A future-marketing- 
operating committee has been 
formed to handle future 
programming for the facility, 
built more than four decades 
ago. The help of volunteers also 
is needed to man the box office 
and help provide program 
information.

to healthy people. 

“We think that changing to the 
federal ... descriptors is a more 
accurate. level of what should be 
public concern,” said David 
Jesson, EPA’s liason to AQMD. 


Original rating system 10 years 
ago, said the change is “ironic, 
because during the past 10 years 
... air quality has improved, but 
our language gets harsher. 

“To conform with EPA 
standards, we’re making it sound 
like (air quality) is worse,” 
Birakos added.

The Rancho Cucamonga City 
Council acted without sufficient 
understanding or foresight in 
1981 when it unanimously 
supported the location of a 
county jail in the city’s proposed 
downtown, past and present city 
leaders now admit. 

Last year the council reversed 
itself, setting off a storm of 
controversy that eventually

most improvement of the traffic 
flow at the least cost,’ Walker 
said. 

Chino Mayor Fred Aguiar said 
his City Council agreed to the 
diversion of most of the funds to 
the interchange in exchange for 
a promise that $1 million would 
be used for interim 
mprovements including traffic 
signals at the intersection of the 
Corona Expressway and Grand, 
Edison and Schaefer avenues.

Upgrading of the rest of the 
expressway is still some years 
away, Austin said, despite the 
initial approval by the federal 
government of a-design concept. 
Further revisions to the 
interchange project were 
requested by federal officials, he 
said. 


Residents attending the two- 
hour meeting were mainly 
concerned with the noise that 
would be generated when the 
freeway is eventually built. 

Many of those attending were 
upset when Austin said noise- 
mitigation walls may not help 
reduce the level of sound 
experienced by people living in 
homes high on the hills above 
the freeway. 

One Chino-area resident, 
Nelson Flack, said the local 
people will demand mitigation 
measures. 

“In the last five years the 
traffic on Highway 71 has 
quadrupled. The noise has 
quadrupled,” Flack said, adding 
that expansion of the 
expressway Can only worsen the 
noise. 

Walker promised to involve 
the residents in study 
committees that will follow the 
freeway project as it develops.

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proposed jail site. 

However, city officials say 
they did not foresee the 
development of office buildings, 
restaurants and theaters that 
would occur in the downtown 
area. A jail is incompatible with 
those developments, according 
to Mayor Dennis L. Stout. 

“That (jail) would totally 
disrupt the concept of having 
night life in the downtown, ’ 
Stout said. ‘People would be 
afraid of going into an area 
where the relatives of inmates 
were visiting. It’s psychological 
damage to the image of the 
downtown.” 

Stout said developers already 
are exhibiting caution when 
asked to build restaurants and 
entertainment facilities in the 
area. 

As aresult of the council's 
most-recent vote and a ballot 
measure last year in which a 
large majority of voters opposed 
the site, the county Board of 
Supervisors currently is 
searching for a new site, away 
from the developing vicinity of 
Foothill Boulevard and Haven 
Avenue. 

City Planner Brad Buller said 
the city in March 1980 approved 
a plan designating the area 
surrounding the jail and court 
sites for industrial and office 
development. 

But there is evidence that city 
leaders in 1981 had an inkling 
that other kinds of development 
might occur. 

Buller said an early builder’s 
proposal for the 292 
undeveloped acres surrounding 
and including the jail site 
showed that a theater, 
swimming pool, offices, shops 
and bowling alley were planned 
for the area southeast of the 
Foothill-Haven intersection. 

Since then, the city has made 
amendments to its land-use 
plans to allow additional 
entertainment and food 
businesses including a recently 
constructed theater and bowling 
alley complex northwest of the 
intersection at the old Virginia 
Dare Winery. 

“If people are upset about the 
jail’s proximity to the 
entertainment center, they just 
have to go to the City Council 
that approved the entertainment 
center across the street from 
where they knew a jail was 
proposed,” Walker said. 

But John D. Mannerino, a 
Rancho Cucamonga attorney on 
the original committee that 
selected the jail site, said it was 
difficult in the late 1970s and 
early 80s to foresee that the 
area around the jail would 
develop so quickly.

A full-time professor at the top 
of the salary scale in the CSU 
system makes $49,500, said Paul 
Worthmann, the California 
Faculty Association’s associate 
general manager. That’s 
compared to a full-time 
beginning assistant professor 
who makes $25,800. 

The association is currently at 
an impasse with the CSU system 
over contract negotiations. 

Teachers separated wages 
from the rest of the contract and 
got a6.8 percent raise in August 
retroactive to July 1. 


But pay is not the only 
problem. Although university 
system officials said there are 
just as many if not more tenure- 
track instructors than before, 
faculty association leaders said 
hiring temporary lecturers is 
becoming a trend. 


“They're moving to 30-40 
percent of faculty being 
temporary,” said Eric Mann, 
director of organizing for CFA. 
“At some campuses, it’s almost 
50 percent.” 

Jacob Samit, assistant vice 
chancellor for employer relations 
in the CSU system, said the 
number of temporary faculty is 
closer to 20 percent, the national 
average. 


At some campuses, more than 
50 percent of the faculty are 
temporary, Mann said. According 
to CFA figures, there are 983 
temporary instructors at Cal 
State, Long Beach, as compared 
to 796 tenure-track instructors.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF UPLAND, CALIFORNIA, 

GRANTING A NON-EXCLUSIVE FRANCHISE TO GWC 150, 

INC., ITS SUCCESSORS AND ASSIGNS TO CONSTRUCT, 

OPERATE AND MAINTAIN A CABLE TELEVISION SYS- 

TEM IN THE CITY: OF 

UPLAND. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF UPLAND, CALIFOR- 
NIA, DOES ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. Definitions. For the purposes of this Ordinance, the 
following terms, phrases, words, abbreviations, and their deriva- 
tions shall have the meaning herein given. When not inconsistent 
with the context, words used in the present tense include the future 
tense, words in the plural number include the singular number, and 
words in the singular number include the plural number. 

(a) ‘“City’’ shall mean the City of Upland, a municipal 
corporation of the State of California, in its present incorporated 
form or in any later reorganized, consolidated, enlarged or 
reincorporated form. 

(b) ‘‘Council’’ shall mean the present governing body of the City 
or any future board constituting the legislative body fo the City. 

(c) ‘Franchise’ shall mean the non-exclusive right or authority 
to construct, operate and maintain a CATV system in the City, by 
use of City owned rights-of-way, easements or other publicly-owned 
properties.

(e) ‘’Grantor’’ shall mean the City as defined above. 

(f) “‘Street’’ shall mean the surface of and the space above and 
below any public street, road, highway, freeway, lane, path, alley, 
court, sidewalk, parkway, public easement, right-of-way, or drive, 
now or hereafter existing as such within the City. 

(g) ‘Property of Grantee’’ shail mean all property owned, 
installed, or used by Grantee within the City in the conduct of a 
CATV business in the City under the authority of a franchise 
granted pursuant to this Ordinance. 

(h) “CATV” shall mean a community antenna television system 
as hereinafter defined. 

(i)'‘Community Antenna Television System” shall mean a 
system of antennas, coaxial cables, wires, amplifiers, lines, towers, 
microwave links, laser beams, optical fibers, satellites, converters, 
wave guides, conductors, transmission lines, equipment or facili 
ties designed, constructed or used for the purpose of producing, 
receiving, storing, processing, transmitting, amplifying, scram- 
bling and distributing audio, video, digital, and other forms of 
electronic or electrical signals to subscribing members of the 
public for a certain fee. 

(j) ‘‘Subscriber’’ shall mean any person or entity within the City 
lawfully receiving for any purpose the CATV services of Grantee. 

(k) ‘Gross Annual Receipts’’ shalll mean any and all compensa 
tion and/or other consideration received by Grantee in any form 
whatsoever for its cable system services offered within the City 
during any calendar year, or portion thereof, during which this 
Franchise is in force. 

Gross annual receipts shall not include compensations received 
either directly or indirectiy by Grantee as _ installation fees, 
reconnection or relocation fees, repair or service call fees, 
advertising-sales revenues, investment income, and/or reimburse 
ment for line extensions or other subscriber-related construction, 
nor shall gross annual receipts include any taxes on services 
furnished by the Grantee imposed directly on any subscriber or 
user by any city, state or other governmental! unit ad collected by 
the Grantee for such governmental unit.

(o) ‘‘Leased Access Channel’ shall mean any channel or portion 
of a channel designated by the operator as available for lease at 
fair and nondiscriminatory rates on a first come, first serve 
nondiscriminatory basis. 

(p) “Person” shall mean any person, firm, partnership, associa- 
tion, corporation, company or organization of any kind. 

(q) ‘‘Basic Subscriber Service’’ shall mean all such program: 
ming designated by the Grantee from time to time as part of the 
Basic Subscriber Service and may include local broadcast stations, 
advertiser-supported satellite delivered programming services, 
public, educational, government and leased access channels. Basic 
Subscriber Service does not include any individual program or 
premium service programming for which there i: a separate 
charge. 

(r) “Premium Service’ shall mean a programming service over 
and above those provided by the Grantee as part of its Basic 
Subscriber Service, for which there is an additional charge. 

SECTION 2. Grant of Non-exclusive Authority. 

(a) There is hereby granted by the City to the Grantee the right 
and privilege to construct, erect, operate and maintain, in, upon, 
along, across, above, over and under the streets, alleys, public 
ways, and public places now laid out or dedicated in the City, and 
all extensions thereof, and additions thereto, for which the City 
requires as part of any subdivision tract planning map that public 
easements and rights-of-way be dedicated for communications 
purposes, poles, wires, cables, amplifiers, underground conduits, 
manholes, vaults, and other television conductors and fixtures 
necessary for the maintenance and operation in the City of a CATV 
system for the reception, sale and distribution of television, radio 
and data signals; and in addition so to use and operate similar 
facilites or properties rented or leased from other persons, firms or 
corporations, including but not limited to, any public utility or 
other grantee franchised or permitted to do business in the City. 

(v) The right to use and occupy said streets, alleys, public ways 
and places for the purposes herein set forth shall not be exclusive, 
and the City reserves the right to grant any identical or similar use 
of said streets, alleys, public ways and places, to any person at any 
time during the period of this franchise, for all cr any portion of 
the City, provided that the terms and conditions of such grant of a 
franchise are substantially similar to those imposed upon Grantee 
as a result of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 3. Compliance with Applicable Laws and Ordinances. 
Grantee shall, at all times during the life of this franchise, be 
subject to all of the lawful ordinances, rules and regulation 
theretofore or thereafter adopted by the Council in the lawful 
exercise of its police powers as defined in SECTION 10. of this 
Ordinance, and, as to State highways, subject to the provisions of 
general laws relating to the locations and maintenance of such 
facilities therein. 

SECTION 4. Territorial Area Involved. 

This franchise shall be operative within the present territorial 
limits of the City and to any area henceforth added thereto during 
the term of this franchise, provided that Grantee shall only be 
required to extend its cable system into such annexed areas as per 
the criteria set forth in SECTION 12. of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 5. Liability and Indemnification. 

(a) Grantee shall, concurrently with the filing of an acceptance 
of award of any franchise granted under this Ordinance, furnish to 
the City and file with the City Clerk, and at all times during the 
existence of any franchise granted hereunder, maintain in full 
force and effect, at its own cost and expense, a _ general 
comprehensive liability insurance policy, in protection of the City, 
its officers, boards, commissions, agents and employees, by a 
company admitted to do business in the State of California by the 
State Insurance Commissioner of the State of California, and 
approved by the City Manager, and in a form satisfactory to the 
City Attorney, protecting the City and all persons against liability 
for loss or damage for bodily injury liability including but not 
limited to libel, slander, defamation of character, invasion of 
privacy, wrongful eviction or wrongful entry, false arrest, deten 
tion or imprisonment, or malicious prosecution, occasioned by the 
operations of Grantee under such franchise with minimum liability 
limits of Five Hundred Thousand Dollars ($500,000.00) for personal 
injury or death of any one person and One Million Dollars 
($1,000,000.00) for personal injury or death of two or more persons 
in any one occurrence, and One Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($100,000.00) for damage to property resulting from. any one 
occurrence. 

(b) The policies mentioned in the foregoing paragraph shall 
name the City, its officers, boards, commissions, agents and 
employees, as additional insureds and shall contain a provision 
that a written notice of cancellation or reduction in coverage of 
said policy shall be delivered to the City thirty (30) days in 
advance of the effective date thereof. 

(c) Grantee shall fully indemnify and hold City harmless from all 
liability arising out of or pertaining to the installation of Grantee’s 
facilities and the operation of the CATV system within the City. 

SECTION 6. Faithful Performance Bond. 

(a) Grantee shall, concurrently with the filing of an award of any 
franchise granted under this Ordinance, file with the City Clerk, at 
Grantee’s sole expense, a corporate surety bond in a company, and 
in a form approved by the City Attorney, in the amount of Five 
Hundred Thousand Doliars ($500,000.00) tor the construction of the 
cable system to guarantee completion of the system. Said 
construction bond shall be in lieu of any and all construction 
deposits required by the City and shal! be released one year after 
completion of construction. Grantee shall file with the City Clerk 
and at all times thereafter maintain in full force and effect for the 
term of such franchise or any renewals thereof at Grantee's sole 
expense, a corporate surety bond in a company and in a form 
approved by the City Attorney, in the amount of Twenty-Five 
Thousand Dollars ($25,000.00) renewable annually and conditioned 
upon the faithful performance of Grantee, and upon the further 
condition that in the event Grantee shail fail to comply with any 
one or more of the provisions of this Ordinance, or of any franchise 
issued to Grantee hereunder, there shall be recoverable jointly and 
severally from the principal and surety of such bond’ any damages 
or loss suffered by the City as a result thereof, including the full 
amount of any compensation, indemnification, or cost of removal 
or abandonment of any property of Grantee as prescribed hereby 
which be in default, plus a reasonable allowance for attorney‘s fees 
and costs, up to the full amount of the bond; said condition to be a 
continuing obligation for the duration of such franchise and any 
renewal thereof and thereafter until the Grantee has liquidated all 
of its obligations with the City that may have arisen from the 
acceptance of said franchise or renewal by Grantee or from its 
exercise of any privilege therein granted. The bond shall provide 
that thirty (30) days prior written notice of intention not to renew, 
cancellation, or material change, be given to the City. 

(b) Neither the provisions of this section, nor any bond accepted 
by the City pursuant hereto, nor any damages recovered by the 
City thereunder, shall be construed to excuse faithful performance 
by Grantee or limit the liability of Grantee under any franchise 
issued hereunder or for damages, either to the full amount of the 
bond or otherwise. 

SECTION 7. Services to the Community. 

(a) Grantee shall provide during the life of the franchise the 
following services to the community without cost, provided that 
provision of service is technically and economically feasible, and 
such service has been requested by the City Council or City 
Manager or respective designee: 

(1) One cable drop and monthly Basic Subscriber Service, 
including converter equipment, to each existing and future public 
building within the City. 

(2) One cable drop and monthly Basic Subscriber Service, 
including converter equipment, to each existing and future public 
school building within the City. 

(b) Grantee shall install and maintain over the life of the 
franchise a program origination/insertion point at City Hall. 

(c) Grantee shall install and maintain over the life of the 
franchise a program origination/insertion point at one educational 
institution location within the entire CATV system service area 
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(this includes the cities of Ontario, Upland and Monclair) for the 
purpose of facilitating the cablecasting of educational access 
programming. 

(d) Granter shall be allcwed to make use of the Grantee’s 
facilities, upon request of the City, during periods of emergency or 
disaster conditions. 

SECTION 8. Public, Educational and Government Access 
Channels 

(a) Grantee shall maintain one channel dedicated to Public, 
Educational and Government Access programming, which shall be 
used on a shared basis among the municipalities served by the 
CATV system, during such time as the CATV system is configured 
at 260 MHz or less (29 or less channels). 

(b) At such time as Grantee expands channel capacity, Grantee 
shall reserve up to three (3) channels dedicated to Public, 
Educational and Government Access programming, which shall be 
used on a shared basis among the municipalities served by the 
CATV system. 

(c) Grantee shall have the right to program these dedicated 
Public, Educational and Government Access channels with pro 
gramming selected at its discretion during such times as they are 
not being used for these dedicated purposes. 

(d) The Educational Access channel(s) is defined as that 
channel(s) allocated to the public educational institutions located 
within the franchised area(s) served by the CATV system. 

(e) The Government Access channel(s) is defined as that 
channel(s) allocated to the franchise authorities served by the 
CATV system. 

(f) The Public Access channel(s) is defined as that channel(s) 
allocated to mernbers of the public residing in the franchised 
area(s) served by th CATV system. 

SECTION 9. Other Business Activities 

This franchise authorizes only the operation of a CATV system as 
provided for herein, and does not take the place of any other 
franchise, license, or permit which might be required by Grantee 
by law. 

SECTION 10. Rights Reserved to the City. 

(a) Grantor has the right to purchase the CATV system for fair 
market value, as an ongoing concern, if Grantee wants. to sell said 
system, or, if Grantor acquires the property of Grantee through the 
lawful exercise of the right of eminent domain. 

(b) There is hereby reserved to the City every right and power 
which is required to be herein reserved or provided by any 
ordinance of the City, and Grantee, by its acceptance or any 
franchise, agree to be bound thereby and to comply with any action 
or requirement of the City in its exercise of such rights or power, 
heretofore or hereafter enacted or established, provided that when 
adopting new laws, rules or regulations which affect the Grantee, 
its business, franchise or operations, the City shall limit the scope 
of such new laws, rules or regulations to the lawful exercise of the 
City’s police power, consumer protection, enforcement of construc 
tion and technical requirements and standards, access rules and 
gross receipts reporting requirements. Notwithstanding this right 
of the City to promulgate new laws, rules and regulations, any such 
new laws, rules or regulations that would require the expenditure 
of capital monies by Grantee shall be mutually agreed to by the 
City and Grantee. 

(c) There is hereby reserved to the City the power to amend any 
section or part of this Ordinance so as to require reasonable 
additional or improved standards of construction or maintenance, 
on the part of the Grantee, provided that any such amendments 
which would require the expenditure of capital monies by Grantee 
shall be mutually agreed to by the City and Grantee. 

(d) Neither the granting of any franchise nor any provision 
hereof shall constitute a waiver or bar to the lawful exercise of any 
governmental right or power of the City. 

(e) The Council may do all things which are necessary and 
convenient in the exercise of its jurisdication under this Ordinance 
and may determine any question of fact which may arise during 
the existence of any franchise granted hereunder. The City 
Manager is hereby authorized and empowered to adjust, settle, or 
compromise any controversy arising from the operations of any 
Grantee under this Ordinance, either on behalf of the City, the 
Grantee, or any subscriber, in the best interest of the public. 
Either the Grantee or any member of the public who may be 
dissatisfied with the decision of the City Manager may appeal the 
matter to the Council for hearing and determination. The Council 
may accept, reject or modify the decision of the City Manager, and 
the Council may adjust, settle or compromise any controversy 
arising from the operations of any Grantee or from any provision 
of this Ordinance. Nothing contained in this SECTION 10. shall be 
construed as barring Grantee or any other person from seeking 
administrative and/or judicial relief. 

(f) The City shall have the right to supervise all construction or 
installation work performed subject to the provision of this 
franchise and make such inspections as it shall deem necessary to 
insure compliance with the terms of this franchise and other 
pertinent provisions of law. 

SECTION 11. Inspection of Property and Records 

(a) At all reasonable times, Grantee shall permit any duly 
authorized representative of the City to examine all property of 
Grantee within the City, together with any appurtenant property of 
Grantee situated within or without the City directly related to the 
CATV system serving the City, and to examine and transcribe any 
and all maps and other records kept or maintained by Grantee or 
under its control which deal with the operations, affairs, transac- 
tions or property of Grantee with respect to its franchise. If any 
such maps or records are not kept in the City, or upon reasonable 
request made available in the City, and if the Council shall 
determine that an examination thereof is necessary or appropriate, 
then all travel and maintenance expense necessarily incurred to 
make such examination shall be paid by Grantee. Upon request of 
Grantee, and subject to the Public Records Act, the City shal! 
maintain the confidentiality of records and information. 

(b) Grantee shall prepare and furnish to the City Manger, or 
designee(s), at the times and in the form prescribed, such reports 
with respect to its operations, affairs, transactions or property as 
may be reasonably necessary or appropriate to the performance of 
any of the rights, functions or duties of the City or any of its 
officers in connection with the franchise. 

(c) Grantee shall at all times make and keep at the CATV 
system office full and complete plans and records showing the 
exact location of all CATV system equipment installed or in use in 
streets and other public places in the City at all reasonable times. 

(d) The City shall have the right to inspect Grantee’s records 
showing the gross receipts from which its franchise payments are 
computed and the right of audit and recomputation of any and all 
amounts paid under this franchise. No acceptance of any payment 
shall be construed as a release or as an accord and satisfaction of 
any claim the City may have for further or additional sums 
Payable under this franchise or for the performance of any other 
obligations hereunder. In the event that an audit discloses that 
gross annual receipts reported by Grantee have been understated 
by more than five percent (5%), all costs of the audit shall be paid 
by the Grantee. 

SECTION 12. Permits, Installation and Service. 

(a) Grantee shall continue to provide cable service to all areas 
currently served by the CATV system. 

(b) Grantee shall extend the CATV system so that it is capable of 
providing cable service to all residential units within the City 
existing upon the effective date of this Ordinance, provided that 
Grantee shall not be required to provide cable service to mulitple 
dwelling units for which a right-of-entry from the owner of the 
property has not been secured as per the terms and conditions set 
forth by Grantee, nor shall Grantee be required to extend cable 
service fo those areas of the City currently served by another 
CATV system. 

(c) Grantee shall commence the extension of the CATV system 
immediately and shalll complete all required construction within 
fifteen (15) months of the effective date of this Ordinance, provided 
that, if Grantee experiences any delays as a result of force 
majeure or failure to be granted necessary permits, the time for 
completion of such extensions shall be automatically extended by a 
period of time equal to the time of the delay’. 

(d) Grantee shall be required to apply for all necessary permits 
required for construction within thirty (3) days of the effective date 


of this Ordinance. 
(e) Should Grantee tai! to complete extension of the CATV 
system as required in subsection (c) above, Grantee shall pay to 
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tne Lity as liquidated damages in the following amounts: 

1. For construction delays of not more than thirty (30) days 

beyond the schedule: Fifty Dollars ($50.00) per day. 

2. For contruction delays more than thirty (30) days but less 

than sixty (60) days beyond the schedule: One Hundred Dollars 

($100.00) per day. . 

3. For construction delays more than sixty (60) days but less 

than ninety (90) days beyond the schedule: One Hundred Fifty 

Dollars ($150.00) per day. 

4. For construction delays more than ninety (90) days beyond 

the schedule: Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00) per day. 

Nothing contained in this subsection (d) shall be construed to 
require Grantee to make any liquidated damages payments until 
Grantee has received notice from the City that it has failed to 
complete construction as set forth in subsection (c) above and 
Grantee has been given a reasonable opportunity to cure the defect 
giving rise to the demand for liquidated damages. 

(f) Within one (1) year of the date this franchise is granted, 
Grantee shall complete the Plant !mprovement Program; the 
purpose of this program is to completely examine and repair the 
CATV system in order to ensure that it is operating to the highest 
practicable performance standards. The Plan Improvement Pro- 
gram may include any or all of the following activities depending 
on the condition of the CATV system plant in particular geographi- 
cal areas: replacement of connectors, splices, passive electronic 
devices, trunk, distribution and drop cable, refurbishment and/or 
replacement of active electronic components. 

(g) Upon completion of residential line extensions and the Plant 
Improvement Program, Grantee shall operate the CATV system at 
260 MHz (29 channels) specifications. Subsequently, should Grantee 
determine that an upgrade of the CATV system to expand channel 
capacity is warranted by market conditions and is technically and 
economically feasible, Grantee shall commence such upgrade. 
Grantee shall provide to the City upon the third, sixth, ninth, and 
twelfth anniversaries of the effective date of this Ordinance, a 
report setting forth information on the technical and econmical 
feasibility of channel capacity expansion as well as market 
conditions. 

(h) Grantee shall be required to construct and maintain its CATV 
system in residential areas of the City,, except that Grantee shall 
not be required to construct the CATV system in those areas in 
which the density of homes per cable mile for areas requiring 
underground cable plant and 50 homes per cable mile for areas 
requiring aerial cable plant. Should residents of such low density 
areas request that the CATV system be installed, residents shall! be 
required to pay to Grantee costs of such plat extension except that 
Grantee shall deduct from resident's costs the proportionate 
amount Grantee shall deduct from resident’s costs the proportion 
ate amount Grantee would have spent to extend the plant had the 
area met the above density requirements. 

(i) Notwithstanding any above subsections, failure on the part of 
Grantee to commence and diligently pursue each of the foregoing 
requirements and to complete each of the matters set forth herein, 
shall be grounds for termination of this franchise, under and 
pursuant to the terms of SECTION 22. hereof; provided, however, 
that the Council in its discretion may extend the time for the 
commencement and completion of construction and installation for 
additional periods in the event Grantee, acting in good faith, 
experiences delays by reason of circumstances beyond its control. 

SECTION 13. Location of Property of Grantee. 

(a) Any poles, wires, cable lines, conduits or other properties of 
Grantee to be constructed or installed in streets shall be so 
constructed or installed only at such locations and insuch manner 
as shall be approved by the City. 

(b) Grantee shall be permitted to install or erect any facilities or 
apparatus in or on other public property, places or right-of-way, or 
within any privately-owned area within the City which has not yet 
become a public street but is designated or delineated as a 
proposed public street on any tentative subdivision map approved 
by the City. 

(c) In those areas and portions of the City where the 
transmissiion or distribution facilities of both the public utility 
providing telephone service and those of the utility providing 
electric service are underground or hereafter may be placed 
underground, Grantee shall likewise construct, operate and main 
tain all of its transmission and distribution facilities underground. 
Amplifiers in Grantee’s transmission and distribution lines may be 
in appropriate housings upon the surface of the ground as approved 
by the City. 

(d) No poles or other wire-holding structures shall be erected by 
Grantee without prior approval of the City Council with regard to 
location, height, type and any other pertinent aspect. However, no 
location of any pole or wire-holding structure of Grantee shall be a 
vested interest and such poles or structures shall be removed or 
modified by Grantee at its own expense whenever the City Council 
determines that the public convenience would be enhanced thereby, 
except that if such poles or wire-holding structures of Grantee 
must be moved or relocated as a result of the City’s approval of a 
subdivision tract map, the developer of said subdivision shall be 
required to reimburse Grantee for the costs of relocation, even if 
requirements of the relocation are to change the CATV system 
facilities from aerial to underground plant 

SECTION 14. Conditions on Street Occupancy. 

(a) All transmission and distribution structures, lines, and 
equipment erected by Grantee within the City shall be so located as 
to cause minimum interference with the proper use of streets, 
alleys, and other public ways and places, and to cause minimum 
interference with the rights and reasonable convenience of 
property owners who join any of the said streets, alleys or other 
public ways and places. Grantee shall obtain and pay fr permits 
tor any street cut or excavation. : 

(b) In case of disturbance of any street, sidewalk, alley, public 
way, planted or paved area, Grantee shail, at its own cost and 
expense and in a manner approved by City, replace and restore 
Such street, sidewalk, alley, public way,, planted or paved area in 
a condition satisfactory to the City & 

(c) If at any time during the period of this franchise the City 
Shall lawfully elect to alter or change the grade of any street, 
Sidewalk, alley, or other public way, Grantee, upon reasonable 
Notice by the City, shall remove, relay, and relocate its poles, 
wires, cables, underground conduits, manholes, and other fixtures 
at Grantee’s own expense, except that if such relocation of 
Grantee's CATV system is required to be moved or relocated as a 
result of the City’s approval of a subdivision tract map, the 
developer of said subdivision shall be required to reimburse 
Grantee for the costs of relocation, even if requirements of the 
relocation are to change the CATV system facilities from aerial to 
underground plant. 

(d) Any poles or other fixtures placed in any public way by 
Grantee shall be placed in such manner as not to interfere with the 
Usual travel on such public way. tee 

(e) Grantee shall, on the request of any person holding a building 
Moving permit issued by the City, temporarily raise or lower its 
wires to permit the moving of buildings. The expense of ‘such 
temporary removal or raising or lowering of wires shall be paid by 
the person requesting the same, and Grantee shall have the 
authority to require such payment in advance. Grantee shall be 
given not less than five (5) normal working days advance notice to 
arrange for such temporary wire changes. 

(f) Grantee shall have the authority to trim trees upon and 
overhanging streets, alleys, sidewalks, and public ways and places 
of the City so as to prevent the branches of such trees from coming 
into contact with the wires and cables of Grantee, except that at 
the option of the City, such trimming may be done by it or under 
its Supervision and direction at the expense of Grantee, provided 
however, that if the City undertakes such tree trimming when 
More than Grantee’s CATV system is affected, the City shall only 
Charge Grantee its proportionate share of such expenses. 

(9) Grantee shall, at its expense, protect, support, temporarily 
disconnect, relocate in the same street or other public place, or 
remove from the street or other public place, any property of 
vrantee when required by the City by reason of traffic conditions, 
Public safety, street vacation, freeway and street construction, 
change or establishment of street grade, installation of sewers, 
drains, water pipes, power lines, signal lines, and tracks or any 
other type of Structures or improvements by public agencies, 
except that if such relocation of Grantee’s CATV system must be 
Moved or relocated as a result of the City’s approval of a 
Subdivision tract map, the developer of said subdivision shall be 

*quired to reimburse Grantee for the costs of relocation, even if 
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requirements of the relocation are to change tne CAIV system 
facilities from aerial to underground plant; provided, however, 
should the CATV system no longer be required due to such street 
vacation, Grantee shall in all such cases have the privileges and be 
subject to the obligations to abandon any property of Grantee in 
Place, as provided in SECTION 16. hereof. 

SECTION 15. Failure to Perform Street Work. 

Upon failure of Grantee to commence, pursue, or complete any 
work required by law or by the provisions of this Ordinance or by 
its franchise to be done in any street or other public place, within 
the time prescribed, and to the satisfaction of the City, the City 
may, at its option, cause such work to be done and Grantee shall 
Pay to the City the cost therof in the itemized amount reported by 
the City to Grantee within thirty (30) days after receipt of such 
itemized report, provided that prior to commencing such work at 
Grantee’s expense, the City shall provide the Grantee with ten (10) 
days notice, unless a shorter period of time is required to protect 
the public health and safety, and a reasonable amount of time to 
complete such work. 

SECTION 16. Removal and Abandonment of Property of 
Grantee. 

(a) In the event that the use of any Part of the CATV system is 
discontinued for any reason for a continuous period of twelve (12) 
months, or in the event such system or Property has been installed 
in any street or public place without complying with the 
requirements of Grantee’s franchise or this Ordinance, or the 
franchise has been terminated, cancelled or has expired, Grantee, 
at its own expense, shall promptly, upon being given ten (10) days’ 
notice, remove from the streets or public places all such property 
and poles of such CATV system other than that portion of the 
CATV system which Grantee elects to abandon in place subject to 
the provisions of subsection (c) below. In the event of such 
removal, Grantee shall promptly restore the street or other area 
from which such property has been removed to a condition 
satisfactory to the City. 

(b) Any property of Grantee remaining in place ninety (90) days 
after the termination or expiration of the franchise shall be 
considered permanently abandoned. The City May reasonably 
extend such time upon Grantee’s request. 

(c) Any property of Grantee to be abandoned in place shall be 
abandoned in such manner as protects the health and safety of the 
residents of the City. Upon permanent abandonment of the 
property of Grantee in place, the property shall become that of the 
City, and Grantee shall submit to the City an instrument in writing, 
to be approved by the City Attorney, transferring to the City the 
Ownership of such property. 

SECTION 17, Safety Requirements. 

(a) Grantee shall at all times employ ordinary care and shall 
install and maintain and use commonly accepted methods and 
devices for preventing failures and accidents which are likely to 
cause damage, injuries, or nuisances to the public. 

(b) Grantee shall install and maintain its wires, cables, fixtures, 
and other equipment in accordance with the requirements of the 
National Electrical Code and all other applicable codes, laws, rules 
and regulations, and in such manner that they will not interfere 
phil any installations of the City or of a public utility serving the 

ity. 

(c) All structures and all lines, equipment and connections in, 
over, under, and upon the streets, sidewalks, alleys, and public 
ways or places of the City, wherever situated or located, shall at 
all times be kept and maintained in a safe condition, and in good 
order and repair. 

SECTION 18. New Developments. 

|t shall be the policy of the City liberally to amend this franchise, 
upon application of Grantee, when necessary to enable Grantee to 
take advantage of any developments in the field of transmision of 
television, radio and data signals which will afford it an 
opportunity more effectively, efficiently, or economically to serve 
its customers. Provided, however, that this section shall not be 
construed to require the City to make any amendment or to 
prohibit it from unilaterally changing its policy stated herein, 
subject to the limitations set forth in SECTION 10. of this 
Ordinance. 

SECTION 19. Franchise Payments. 

(a) Grantee shall pay to the City, during the life of this franchise, 
a sum equal to five percent (5%) of the gross annual receipts of 
Grantee, as defined in SECTION 1. of this Ordinance, received 
from its operations within the City. Such payment by Grantee to 
the City shall be made annually on or before April 1 of the 
following year, by delivery of the same to the City Treasurer. 
Minimum franchise fee shall be Twelve Hundred Dollars ($1,- 
200.00) per annum. 

(b) Grantee shall file with the City, within ninety (90) days after 
the expiration of any calendar year or portion thereof during which 
this franchise is in force, a financial statement signed by a an 
officer of the Grantee, showing in detail the gross annual receipts, 
as defined in SECTION 1. herein, of Grantee during such calendar 
year. 

SECTION 20. Duration and Acceptance of Franchise. 

(a) This franchise and the rights, privileges, and authority 
hereby granted shall take effect and be in force from and after 
final passage hereof, as provided by law, and shall continue in 
force and effect for a term of fifteen (15) years, provided that 
within thirty (30) days after the effective date of this Ordinance 
Grantee shall file with the City Clerk its unconditional acceptance 
of this franchise and promise to comply with and abide by all its 
provisions, terms, and conditions. Such acceptance and promise 
shall be in writing duly executed and sworn to, by or on behalf of 
Grantee before a notary public or other officer authorized by law to 
administer oaths. 

(b) Should Grantee fail to comply with subsection (a) above, it 
shall acquire no rights, privileges, or authority under this franchise 
whatever. 

SECTION 21. Transfer of Franchise. 

(a) Grantee shall not sell, transfer, lease, assign or dispose of, in 
whole or in part, this franchise to another person, firm, or 
corporation, without prior approval of the City Council by 
ordinance, such approval not to be unreasonably withheld. 

(b) Grantee may undertake internal reorganizations of merger, 
consolidation, or transfer without the prior approval of the City 
Council, provided that, in the case of a merger, the surviving 
corporation is an affiiate of the Grantee, in the case of 
consolidation, the majority shareholder of the new corporation is 
an affiliate of Grantee, and in the case of transfer, all or part of 
Grantee's assets or capital stock are transferred to a parent, 
subsidiary or affiliated entity, however, Grantee shali give the City 
thirty (30) days written notice prior to such merger, consolidation 
or transfer. 

SECTION 22. Forfeiture of Franchise. 

(a) In addition to all other rights and powers pertaining to the 
City by virtue of this franchise or otherwise, the City reserves the 
right to terminate and cancel this franchise and all rights and 
privileges of Grantee hereunder in the event that Grantee: 

(1) Fails to comply with any material provison of this 
franchise or any rule, order, or determination of the City or City 
Council made pursuant to this franchise, except where such failure 
to comply is without fault or through excusable neglect; 

(2) Becomes insolvent, unable or unwilling to pay its debts, 
or is adjudged a bankrupt; 

(3) Attempts to evade any of the provisions of this 
franchise or practices any fraud or deceit upon the City; or 

(4) Fails to begin or complete construction in accordance 
with SECTION 12. of this Ordinance. 

(b) Such termination and cancellation shall be by ordinance duly 
adopted after thirty (30) days notice to Grantee and shall in no way 
affect any of the City’s rights under this franchise or any provision 
of law. Grantee shall be provided with reasonable notice of its 
failure to comply with a material provision of this franchise and 
shall be afforded a reasonable. time period in which to cure such 
defect(s). in the event that such termination and cancellation 
depends upon a finding of fact, such finding of fact as made by the 
City Council or its representatives shall be conclusive. Provided, 
however, that before this franchise may be terminated and 
cancelled under this SECTION 22., Grantee must be Provided with 
an opportunity to be heard before the City Council. Nothing 
contained herein shall be construed to limit or bar Grantee’s legal 
rights and remedies or judicial review of. the Ctiy’s process or 
findings of fact, and the City’s termination and cancellation of this 
franchise shall not be binding upon Grantee until such time as the 
matter has been finally proceeding within one hundred twenty 
(120) days from the date of such termination or cancellation. 

SECTION 23. Operational Standards, 
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The CATV system shall be installed and maintained in accord- 
ance with the best accepted standards of the industry to the effect 
that subscribers shall receive the highest practicable signal 
quality. Should Grantee conduct annual proof of performance 
ee Grantee shall make the results of that test available to the 
City. 

SECTION 24. Preferential or Discriminatory Practices Prohib- 
ited. 

Grantee shall not, as to rates, charges, services, service 
facilities, rules, regulations, or in any other respect, make or grant 
any undue preference or advantage to any person, nor subject any 
person to prejudice or disadvantage, except that Grantee may offer 
a Senior Citizen discount and may from time to time offer 
promotional discounts to certain groups of current or potential 
subscribers 

SECTION 25. Subscriber Privacy. 

Grantee shall observe all laws governing the privacy of 
information provided to Grantee by subscribers and potential 
subscribers. Grantee shall under no circumstances release individ- 
ually-identifiable information about a subscriber to any person not 
in the employ of Grantee unless that subscriber has given written 
authorization to Grantee the right to do so. 

SECTION 26. Equal Employment. 

Grantee shall maintain over the life of this franchise equal 
employment policies which guarantee that no current or prospec- 
tive employee is discriminated against on the basis of race, 
religion, sex, color, national origin, age, physical or mental 
disability. Grantee shall use reasonable efforts to ensure that its 
contractors and subcontractors follow these same policies. 

SECTION 27. Consumer Services. 

Grantee shall operate its business in compliance with federal and 
state consumer protection laws and to ensure that subscribers are 
treated fairly. Grantee shall: 

(1) Provide thirty (30) days written notice to each 
subscriber prior to implementing any rate or customer policy 
changes; 

(2) Maintain a twenty-four hour, toll-free, locally-listed 
telephone number; 

(3) Provide new subscribers with information about its 
credit policies, deposit requirements, and refund policies; 

(4) Schedule customer requests for installation and repair 
service in a timely manner; 

(5) Answer the telephone courteously and promptly; and 

(6) Provide each subscriber with such written notices as 
are currently or which may hereafter be required by state and 
federal law. 

SECTION 28. Violation. 

(a) From and after the effective date of this Ordinance, it shall 
be unlawful for any person to establish, operate or to carry on the 
business of distributing to any persons in this City any television, 
radio or data signals, or satellite-delivered programming by means 
of a CATV system unless a franshise, pursuant to the provisions of 
a City ordinance, has first been obtained, and unless such franchise 
is in full force and effect. 

(b) From and after the effective date of this Ordinance, it shall 
be unlawful for any person to construct, install or maintain within 
any public street in the City, or within any other public property of 
the City, or within any privately-owned area within the City which 
has not yet become a public street but is designated or delineated 
as a proposed public street upon any tentative subdivision map 
approved by the City, any equipment or facilites for distributing 
any television, radio or data signals or satellite-delivered program- 
ming through a CATV system, unless a franchise authorizing such 
use of such street or property or area has first been obtained 
pursuant to the provisions of this Ordinance, and unless such 
franchise is in full force and effect. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to 
make any unauthorized connection, whether physically, electrical- 
ly, acoustically, inductively or otherwise, with any part of a 
franchised CATV system within this City for purpose for taking or 
receiving television, radio or data signals, pictures, programs, or 
sound. 

(d) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to 
make any unauthorized connection, whether physically, electrical- 
ly, acoustically, inductively or otherwise, with any part of a 
franchised CATV system within this City for the purpose enabling 
himself or others to receive any television, radio or data signals, 
picture, program or sound, without payment to the owner of. said 
CATV system. 

(e) It shall be unlawful for any person, without the consent of the 
owner, to willfully tamper with, remove or injure and cables, wires 
or equipment used for distribution of television, radio or data 
signals, pictures, programs or sound. 

(f) Any person who is found guilty of the above activities shall be 
punishable by fine or imprisonment as set forth in the California 
Penal Code. 

SECTION 29. Severability. 

If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase, or portion of 
this Ordinance is for any reason held invalid or unconstitutional by 
any court of competent jurisdiction, such portion shall be deemed a 
separate, distinct, and independent provision and such holding 
shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions hereof 

SECTION 30. Force Maieure. 

tn the event that Grantee’s performance of any of the terms, 
conditions, obligations or requirements of this Ordinance is 
Prevented or impaired due to any cause (s) beyond its reasonable 
control, including but not limited to Acts of God, labor disputes, 
manufacturers’ or contractors’ inability to timely provide person 
nel or material, failure of transportation, or any cause not 
reasonably foreseeable, such inability to perform shal! be deemed 
to be excused and no penalties or sanctions shall be imposed as a 
result thereof 

SECTION 31. Publication and Effective Date. 

The Mayor shall sign this Ordinance and the City Clerk shall 
attest to the same, and the City Clerk shall cause the same to be 
published within fifteen (15) days after its passage, at least once in 
The Upland News, a newspaper of general circulation published 
and circulated in the City of Upland. This Ordinance shall be 
effective thirty (30) days from the date of its passage 

SECTION 32. Prevailing Terms and Conditions. 

The CATV system herein franchised shall be used and operated 
solely and exclusively for the purpose expressly authorized by 
Ordinance of the City of Upiand and no other purpose whatsoever. 
Insofar as this franchise may modify the existing CATV ordinance 
of the City, the terms and conditions of the granting franchise shall 
prevail as the terms under which the Council grants GWC 150, Inc., 
its franchise pursuant to the authority of the Council.
